The collection of Siamese and Cambodian objects de- 
scribed in the following pages was collected during a 
period of thirty-five years by a Siamese official. It 
includes many exceedingly rare objects saved from the 
ruins of famous ancient temples during the invasion 
of Siam by the French, and is particularly rich in 
Buddhist Scriptures written on palm leaves, old tem- 
ple ornaments, objects typical of the old-time hand- 
work of Siam and Cambodia, and Buddhistic images 
(in great numbers), including four life-size heads of 
Buddha in bronze dating from the sixth century. 

In addition are some rare specimens of metal-work 
from North Borneo.
